The advan- 
tage of this smearing action of the 
drag will be more readily understood 
if a sample of ordinary earth is ex- 
amined under a magnifying glass. Such 
an examination will show that the 
.earth closely resembles a sponge or 
honeycomb in structure, and the de- 
sirability of closing the open pores 
will be readily apparent. 


If used improperly or at the wrong 


time, the drag may do actual injury to 
a road. Dragging a very dry road, for 
example, serves to increase the quan-
